You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in  said 
Town  of  Jefferson  on  Tuesday,  the  eleventh  day  of  March  next, 
at  7:00  of  the  clock  in  the  evening,  to  act  upon  the  following 
subjects: 

ARTICLE  1:  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the 
ensuing  year** 

ARTICLE  2:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to  defray 
Town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year.  That  sum  being  $331,882. 

ARTICLE  3:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $5,000  to  be  added  to  the  Highway  Vehicle 
Capital  Reserve  Fund.  Selectmen  recommend. 

ARTICLE  4:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $3,000  to  be  added  to  the  Revaluation 
Capital  Reserve  Fund.  Selectmen  recommend. 

ARTICLE  5:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $3,000  to  be  added  to  the  Route  115B 
Reconstruction  Capital  Reserve  Fund.  Selectmen  recommend. 

ARTICLE  6:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $5,000  to  add  to  the  Town  Dump  Closure 
Capital  Reserve  Fund.  Selectmen  recommend. 

ARTICLE  7:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $10,000  to  be  added  to  the  Fire  Truck 
Capital  Reserve  Fund.  Selectmen  recommend. 

ARTICLE  8:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $70,000  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  a 
new  office  building  and  for  this  purpose  authorize  the 
Selectmen  and  Treasurer  to  borrow  $40,000  by  issue  of  serial 
notes  or  bonds  of  the  Town  in  accordance  with  the  Municipal 
Finance  Act  (RSA  33)  upon  such  terms  and  at  such  rate  of 
interest  as  the  Selectmen  may  determine  and  further  to  autho- 
rize the  Selectmen  to  do  whatever  may  be  necessary  in  con- 
nection with  the  issuance  of  such  notes  or  bonds.  The  balance 
of  $30,000  to  be  raised  by  general  taxation.  (2/3  ballot  vote) 
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Selectmen  recommend.  (If  this  article  is  passed  Article  9  will  be 
passed  over.) 

ARTICLE  9:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $35,000  to  move  and  set  up  the  portable 
classroom  to  be  used  as  a  Town  Office  Building.  Selectmen  do 
not  recommend. 

ARTICLE  10:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $2,000  to  support  the  Littleton  Hospital. 
Selectmen  recommend. 

ARTICLE  11:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $1500  to  support  the  Caleb  Group.  This 
group  works  for  enhancing  independent  living  of  the  elderly. 
Selectmen  recommend. 

ARTICLE  12:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $485  for  the  support  of  the  Mt.  Washington 
Regional  Airport  (Whitefield).  Selectmen  recommend. 

ARTICLE  13:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $300  to  help  pay  the  insurance  premium  on 
the  Jefferson  Historical  building,  such  sum  to  be  given  to  the 
Historical  Society  Treasurer  by  August  1996.  Selectmen  rec- 
ommend. 

ARTICLE  14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $500  to  support  the  Lancaster  Humane 
Society.  Selectmen  do  not  recommend. 

ARTICLE  15:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  modify  the 
Elderly  Exemptions  from  property  tax  in  the  Town  of 
Jefferson,  based  on  the  assessed  value,  for  qualified  taxpay- 
ers, to  be  as  follows:  for  a  person  65  years  of  age  up  to  75  years, 
$10,000;  for  a  person  75  years  of  age  up  to  80  years,  $15,000; 
for  a  person  80  years  of  age  or  older  $20,000.  To  qualify,  the 
person  must  have  been  a  New  Hampshire  resident  for  at  least 
5  years,  own  the  real  estate  individually  or  jointly,  or  if  the 
real  estate  is  owned  by  such  person's  spouse,  they  must  have 
been  married  for  at  least  5  years.  In  addition,  the  taxpayer 
must  have  a  net  income  of  not  more  than  $13,400  or,  if  mar- 
ried, a  combined  net  income  of  less  than  $20,400;  and  net 
assets  not  in  excess  of  $35,000,  excluding  the  value  of  the  per- 
son's residence. 

ARTICLE  16:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  the  pro- 
visions of  RSA  202-A:4-d  authorizing  the  library  trustees  to 
accept  gifts  of  personal  property,  other  than  money,  which 
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may  be  offered  to  the  library  for  any  public  purpose,  provided, 
however,  that  no  acceptance  of  personal  property  by  the 
library  trustees  shall  be  deemed  to  bind  the  town  or  the 
library  trustees  to  raise,  appropriate  or  expend  any  public 
funds  for  the  operation,  maintenance,  repair  or  replacement  of 
such  personal  property. 

ARTICLE  17:  To  address  the  feelings  of  the  Townspeople 
concerning  the  future  of  the  Historical  Society  and  the  future 
needs  of  the  Historical  Society  Building. 

ARTICLE  18:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  to  dispose  of  such  equipment  and/or  prop- 
erty of  the  Town  as  the  Selectmen  in  their  sole  discretion, 
deem  equitable  and  just. 

ARTICLE  19:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  allow  the  Tax 
Collector  to  accept  prepayment  of  taxes. 

ARTICLE  20:  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  come 
before  this  meeting. 

** Article  1  to  be  voted  by  ballot  while  polls  are  open.

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FIRE  CHIEF'S  REPORT 

During  the  past  year  the  Fire  Department  responded  to  twenty- 
seven  calls. 

Members  of  the  Department  attended  a  haz-mat  awareness  class 
in  Whitefleld  sponsored  by  the  Dupont  Chemical  Corporation.  In 
August,  we  participated  in  a  haz-mat  drill  in  Dal  ton,  also  spon- 
sored by  the  Dupont  Chemical  Corporation. 

The  Department  participated  in  the  Jefferson  Memorial  Day  and 
Bicentennial  parades,  and  the  Fire  Prevention  Week  "Parade  of 
Lights"  in  Lancaster.  During  "Fire  Prevention  Week"  in  October, 
we  participated  in  activities  involving  the  children  at  the  elemen- 
tary school.  These  activities  are  enjoyed  by  both  the  children  and 
the  firemen  (plus  Grace  provides  a  great  lunch). 

This  year  the  Department  replaced  some  fire  hoses,  and  pur- 
chased an  in-line  foam  system  for  Engine  One,  which  will  prove  to 
be  extremely  valuable  to  us  in  the  suppression  of  fire  by  using  less 
water. 

The  Fireman's  Association  hosted  pancake  breakfasts  in  July 
and  October.  The  Association  is  very  active  in  raising  money  to 
purchase  equipment  and  materials  for  the  Fire  Department,  and 
assisting  fire  department  members  when  necessary. 

The  street  numbering  and  naming  for  the  911  map  is  proceeding 
slowly. 

Dial  911  to  report  a  fire,  police,  or  medical  emergency. 

We  would  like  to  stress  the  importance  of  fire  prevention  and  the 
use  of  smoke  detectors. 

I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  all  fire  department 
members  and  red  net  operators  for  their  dedicated  service.  Also 
member  "mutual  aid"  towns  for  assisting  us  in  the  past  year,  it's 
a  fine  concept,  community  helping  community.

TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN  and 

STATE  FOREST  RANGER 

To  aid  your  Forest  Fire  Warden,  Fire  Department  and  State 
Forest  Ranger,  contact  your  local  Warden  or  Fire  Department 
to  find  out  if  a  permit  is  required  before  doing  any  open  burn- 
ing. Violations  of  RSA  227-L:17,  the  fire  permit  law  and  the 
other  burning  laws  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  are  misde- 
meanors punishable  by  fines  of  up  to  $2,000  and/or  a  year  in 
jail.  Violators  are  also  liable  for  all  fire  suppression  costs. 

There  are  ten  Forest  Rangers  who  work  for  the  N.H.  Division 
of  Forests  and  Lands,  Forest  Protection  Bureau.  State  Forest 
Rangers  are  available  to  assist  communities  with  forest  fire 
suppression,  prevention  and  training  programs  as  well  as  the 
enforcement  of  forest  fire  and  timber  harvest  laws.  If  you  have 
any  questions  regarding  forest  fire  or  timber  harvest  laws 
please  call  our  office  at  271-2217. 

The  State  of  New  Hampshire  operates  15  fire  towers,  2 
mobile  patrols  and  3  contract  aircraft  patrols.  This  early 
detection  and  reports  from  citizens  aid  in  the  quick  response 
from  local  fire  departments.

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1996  LIBRARY  REPORT 

During  the  year  1996,  many  interesting  events  occurred  at 
the  Town  of  Jefferson  Library.  In  addition  to  the  lending  of 
books,  audio-visual  supplies,  magazines,  and  reference  mate- 
rials, the  Library  had  several  activities  which  were  especially 
geared  to  promoting  literacy  among  our  young  people. 
National  Library  Week  was  celebrated  in  April  and  a  story 
hour  was  held  for  the  younger  children  of  our  community. 

The  Librarian  developed  a  Bi-Centennial  Summer  Reading 
Program  which  consisted  of  weekly  story  hours  with  crafts 
and  games.  The  activities  were  related  to  "days  of  long  ago". 
In  celebration  of  Thaddeus  Lowe's  birthday  the  children 
launched  balloons  with  identifying  cards  in  them.  A  return 
postcard  indicated  that  one  of  the  balloons  landed  in  Belfast, 
Maine  about  three  days  after  it  was  released  in  Jefferson. 

To  celebrate  Children's  Book  Week  in  November,  the 
Librarian  conducted  a  story  and  craft  hour  and  sponsored  an 
art  and  writing  contest  for  the  elementary  school  students. 
Winners  of  the  contest  received  their  prizes  on  December  14th 
at  the  Library.  On  that  same  date  a  story  and  craft  hour  was 
held  in  conjunction  with  the  Jefferson  Christmas  Festival. 

The  Trustees  of  the  Library  wish  to  express  their  thanks  to 
the  many  people  who  have  helped  the  Library  during  the  past 
year,  including  Rupert  Corrigan  for  hauling  trash  and  Esther 
Estabrooks  for  watering  the  flowers.

1996  book  and  for  altering  the  ramp  at  the  bottom  of  the  walk- 
way to  make  it  more  accessible.

The  members  of  the  Jefferson  Planning  Board  are  appointed 
by  the  Selectmen  upon  recommendations  by  the  Planning 
Board.  Present  members  consist  of:  Richard  Corvinus,  chair- 
man; Earl  Brooks,  vice-chairman;  James  Brady  Jr.;  Ernest 
Gaudes;  Vernard  Bronson;  and  James  Irish.  Selectmen's  rep- 
resentative, Carroll  Ingerson.  Alternate  members:  John 
Marshall,  Mary  Denison,  Joseph  Marshall,  Gordon  Winsor, 
and  Stephen  Beals.  Resignations  were  regretfully  received 
from:  Winifred  Ward  and  Douglas  Grella,  co-alternates;  Peter 
Guest;  and  John  Miller. 

The  Planning  Board  met  on  the  second  and  fourth  Tuesdays 
of  each  month  in  the  Selectmen's  office  (excluding  Town 
Meeting,  the  Christmas  holidays,  and  one  meeting  in 
November  due  to  a  severe  winter  storm).  All  meetings  were 
open  to  the  public. 

The  Board  held  four  preliminary  hearings,  four  abutter's 
hearings,  approving  four  subdivisions  -  none  being  a  major 
subdivision  (four  lots  or  more);  one  boundary  line  adjustment; 
plus  several  informal  consultations,  one  involving  an  excava- 
tion permit. 

A  public  hearing  was  held  to  approve  an  addition  to  the  sub- 
division regulations  regarding  floodplain  information,  after 
which  the  addition  was  adopted  by  the  Board. 

In  November  the  Planning  Board  initiated  a  meeting  of  all 
the  town's  Boards  and  the  Fire  Department  -  the  intent  to  cre- 
ate a  forum  which  would  open  up  communications  between 
the  Boards.  It  is  hoped  it  will  become  a  semi-annual  event. 

Board  members  attended  several  out-of-town  meetings, 
workshops,  and  conferences  sponsored  by  the  NH  Technical 
College,  NH  Municipal  Association,  North  Country  Council; 
Office  of  State  Planning,  and  the  Department  of 
Transportation. 

The  Board  utilized  the  services  of  the  NH  Municipal 
Association,  North  Country  Council,  Board  consultants,  and 
town  council  in  considering  the  proposals  that  came  before  it.

1996  ANNUAL  REPORT 

This  year  your  commissioners  have  been  involved  in  a  vari- 
ety of  projects  and  issues  pertinent  to  our  town. 

As  part  of  our  year  long  Bicentennial  celebration,  we  spon- 
sored a  photography  contest  and  exhibit  at  our  Town  Hall. 
The  theme  was:  "My  Favorite  Place  in  Jefferson".  Prizes  were 
awarded. 

The  workshops  we  have  attended  included: 

1.  The  annual  meeting  of  the  N.H.  Association  of 
Conservation  Commissions. 

2.  The  annual  Planning/Zoning  Conference. 

3.  The    annual    meeting    of  the    N.H.    Municipal 
Association. 

We  have  also  met  with  soil  scientists  at  the  National 
Resource  Conservation  Service  in  Lancaster,  to  bring  us  up  to 
speed  on  the  pros  and  cons  of  the  value  of  sludge.  More  infor- 
mation concerning  sludge  is  available  on  the  soils  maps  for  our 
town. 

In  the  spring,  several  of  us  attended  a  Vernal  Pools 
Workshop  sponsored  by  the  Audubon  Society  of  N.H.,  the 
University  of  N.H.,  and  the  U.S.  Fish  &  Wildlife  Service.  The 
purpose  of  the  workshop  was  to  teach  us  mapping  techniques 
for  discovering  the  presence  of  such  pools  here  in  Jefferson. 
Such  information  is  valuable  as  one  means  to  gauge  the  bio- 
logical health  of  the  particular  area.  More  information  is 
available  in  our  library  in  the  town  office. 

We  completed  writing  the  Conservation/Preservation  section 
of  the  Master  Plan  and  it  was  accepted  by  the  Planning  Board. 

Our  3rd  Open  Space  Day  for  the  purpose  of  continuing  to 
open  the  views  from  the  Waumbek  Golf  Club  off  Rt.  2  was 
rained  out,  but  the  new  owner  has  completed  the  job  and  our 
former  vistas  are  re-created.  In  the  spring  we  will  reset  the 
eight  bluebird  nesting  boxes  around  the  golf  course,  a  commu- 
nity project  under  our  sponsorship. 

One  of  our  members  is  involved  in  efforts  towards  acquiring 
a  Right-of-Way  into  Cherry  Pond  for  recreational  purposes.

He  also  continues  to  maintain  the  trails  at  the  Refuge. 

As  part  of  our  Adopt-a-Highway  project  we  twice  picked  up 
litter  along  Route  2  between  Santa's  Village  and  Ingerson  Rd. 

As  a  Commission,  we  wrote  a  letter  to  the  state  Pesticide 
Control  Board  protesting  the  aerial  spraying  of  herbicides  on 
the  Northern  Forests.  There  is  information  available  in  the 
town  office  library. 

As  a  means  of  coordinating  the  efforts  of  the  4  Town  Boards, 
we  met  together  in  November  to  discuss  present  and  future 
projects.  It  was  agreed  to  put  together  a  proposed  sludge  ordi- 
nance in  order  to  strengthen  the  existing  state  regulations. 
Several  members  of  the  Planning  Board  and  conservation 
Commission  have  completed  this  with  the  help  of  Lobdell 
Associates.  A  Public  Hearing  will  be  held. 

It  was  decided  as  well  to  address  a  letter  from  the  4  Boards 
to  the  North  Country  Council  Dept.  of  Transportation.  The  let- 
ter supports  the  concept  of  a  multi-use  trail  between  Gorham 
and  Waumbek  Junction,  with  the  inclusion  of  a  suggestion  to 
prioritize  landowner  privacy. 

Mary  Denison  has  become  the  J.  C.  C.  Representative  on  the 
Planning  Board. 

The  Commission  meets  on  the  3rd  Tuesday  of  the  month  at 
7:00  pm  in  the  Town  Office.  All  residents  are  welcome.

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JEFFERSON  F.A.S.T.  SQUAD 

The  Jefferson  F.A.S.T.  Squad  was  very  busy  this  past  year 
with  the  call  volume  just  shy  of  doubling  from  that  of  last 
year.  The  squad  responded  to  56  medical  emergencies  in  1996 
compared  to  that  of  29  in  1995.  The  squad  also  responded  to 
27  fire  calls  which  brings  the  total  call  volume  to  83  runs.  This 
is  a  dramatic  increase  in  incidents  for  the  squad  and  we  hope 
to  be  able  to  continue  to  provide  medical  coverage  to  the  best 
of  our  ability. 

If  you  have  an  emergency,  you  can  now  dial  911  on  your  tele- 
phone. With  the  aid  of  the  new  911  system,  it  has  proved  to 
give  us  the  edge  in  cutting  down  response  time.  You  may  also 
dial  788-4911  to  reach  Weeks  Memorial  Hospital. 

We  have  noticed  a  sizeable  increase  in  cardiac  arrests  this 
past  year.  It  is  our  goal  to  purchase  a  Laerdal  Heartstart  911 
Defibrillator  to  add  to  our  equipment  roster.  This  defibrillator 
will  be  essential  for  survival  from  sudden  cardiac  arrest. 
There  is  a  fund-raiser  for  this  equipment  as  a  cooperative 
effort  from  the  following  departments:  Lancaster  EMS, 
Lancaster  Police  Department,  Oilman  Rescue,  Jefferson 
F.A.S.T.  Squad,  and  Lancaster  Ambulance  Association.  These 
units  run  about  $4,000  dollars  to  purchase  but  are  a  great 
investment  for  someone's  life.  Early  CPR  and  early  DE-FIB 
could  make  the  difference  between  disaster  and  survival. 

Again,  we  would  like  to  thank  the  fire  department  for  assist- 
ing us  on  various  calls  when  we  are  in  need  of  the  extra  hands. 
It's  nice  to  see  department  helping  department.  We  all  work 
well  together.  A  special  thanks  to  Thomas  Blanchette, 
Director  of  Lancaster  Ambulance  for  his  guidance  this  past 
year.  He  has  donated  valuable  time,  support,  equipment,  and 
education  to  the  squad  and  we  look  forward  to  working  very 
closely  with  the  Lancaster  crew.  Also,  a  thanks  to  Weeks 
Memorial  Hospital  staff  and  dispatchers  who  we  count  on 
time  after  time. 

We  are  in  desperate  need  of  new  members.  We  have  recent- 
ly lost  two  and  another  one  is  off  to  school  putting  a  strain  on 
the  system.  We  encourage  anybody  who  may  be  interested  in 
becoming  a  member  to  step  forward.  There  are  up-coming 
classes  for  first  responders  as  well  as  EMTs.  It's  a  great  feel- 
ing of  success  to  help  aid  someone  who  is  in  time  of  need. 
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On  behalf  of  the  Jefferson  F.A.S.T.  Squad,  we  wish  to  extend 
our  wishes  for  a  safe  and  enjoyable  1997.

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THE  1996  REPORT  OF  THE 
JEFFERSON  HISTORICAL  SOCIETY 

As  Jefferson  celebrated  its  Bicentennial  Year,  the  Historical 
Society  participated  in  a  number  of  special  events. 

A  brief  ceremony  marked  the  opening  for  the  season  with  a 
welcome  by  Society  President  Helen  Merrill.  A  signed  copy  of 
the  new  book  -  "Jefferson  Before  1996"  was  presented  to 
Rupert  Corrigan  by  Lucille  Cameron. 

A  total  of  186  people  signed  the  guest  book  through  the 
Summer,  many  taking  time  to  research  family  members  in  the 
Society's  genealogical  archives. 

Highlight  for  1996  was  receipt  of  a  "Riverton  Special 
Edition"  of  the  Coos  County  Democrat  dated  "Aug.  16,  1907", 
donated  by  Sylvia  (Holmes)  Reed  of  Randolph. 

The  front  page  advised  Riverton  and  Jefferson  concerning 
the  75th  birthday  celebration  for  Prof  Thaddeus  Sobiesky 
Coulincourt  Lowe  in  the  Riverton  section  of  Jefferson. 

On  Aug.  16,  1996  Lowe  family  members  from  Randolph, 
Gorham  and  Jefferson  participated  at  a  ceremony  in  his 
honor.  A  wreath  was  placed  at  the  State  Historic  Marker  at 
Riverton  by  a  descendant.  The  large  American  Flag  sent  by 
Prof.  Lowe  in  1907  was  on  display. 

Marion  (Lowe)  Home  of  Gorham  later  presented  the  Society 
a  Los  Angeles  Times  paper  dated  July  4,  1993,  which  gave  a 
history  of  the  Mt.  Lowe  Railway  (in  California)  built  by  Mr.

A  special  program  on  Rev.  Thomas  Starr  King  was  featured 
at  a  meeting  of  Starr  King  Grange  by  Mrs.  Merrill.  She  also 
had  a  display  of  books  and  pictures.  This  display  and  talk  was 
repeated  at  the  Jefferson  Library  during  the  Holiday  Fair 
Finale  of  the  Town's  Bicentennial  Dec.  14.

1996  ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  DISTRICT  ACTIVITIES 

The  Androscoggin  Valley  Regional  Refuse  Disposal  District 
ended  1996  with  unaudited  assets  of  $958,906. 12  which  con- 
sisted of  the  Route  110  Materials  Recovery  Facility,  recycling 
equipment,  land,  miscellaneous  equipment,  office  equipment, 
operating  capital  and  capital  reserve  accounts.  Liabilities 
were  $375,000  which  consists  of  long-term  debt  to  the  New 
Hampshire  Municipal  Bond  Bank  for  money  borrowed  to  build 
and  equip  the  Materials  Recovery  Facility.  This  is  a  ten  year 
bond  with  the  final  payment  due  in  August  2001.

The  1996  budget  apportionment  to  our  member  municipali- 
ties totalled  $378,147.00.  A  surplus  of  $191,889.20  from  the 
1995  budget,  comprised  primarily  of  recycling  revenues,  was 
used  to  reduce  apportionments  with  a  net  budget  of 
$186,257.80  being  billed  to  our  member  municipalities.  The 
proportionate  share  of  the  credit  for  the  Town  of  Jefferson  was 
$7,821.73  reducing  your  gross  apportionment  of  $14,799.98  to 
$6,978.25.  Preliminary  reconciliation  of  the  1996  budget 
shows  a  surplus  of  approximately  $94,000.00  being  available 
to  credit  toward  1997  apportionments. 

Our  Materials  Recovery  Facility  processed  a  total  of  3,400.35 
tons  of  recyclables  for  the  period  January  1,  1996  through 
December  31,  1996  representing  $83,444.14  of  marketing 
income  to  the  District. 
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During  the  period  November  1,  1995  through  October  31, 
1996,  the  fiscal  accounting  year  for  municipal  solid  waste 
(MSW),  7,584.46  tons  of  MSW  were  disposed  of  at  the  Mt. 
Carberry  landfill.  The  approximate  cost  of  disposal,  using  our 
average  tipping  fee  of  $18  per  ton,  was  $136,520.28.  The  cost 
of  disposing  of  this  waste  at  a  commercial  landfill  other  than 
Mt.  Carberry  would  have  been  $439,898.68  (using  an  average 
$58  per  ton  tipping  fee). 

Election  of  officers  was  held  at  the  District  Annual  Meeting 
in  April  1996.  Raymond  Chagnon  of  Berlin  was  re-elected  as 
District  Chairman,  John  Normand  of  Northumberland  was  re- 
elected Vice  Chairman  and  Earl  Wads  worth  of  Dummer  was 
re-elected  Secretary/Treasurer.  Other  District  Represen- 
tatives are  Clara  Grover  of  Errol,  Pamela  Shyne  of  Milan, 
Yves  Zomio  of  Grorham,  David  Tomlinson  of  Randolph,  Bruce 
Houghton  of  Jefferson,  Frederick  King  of  Coos  County  and 
Victor  Spaulding  (Deceased  11/7/96)  of  Stark. 

In  June  1996,  the  District  conducted  its  fifth  annual 
Household  Hazardous  Waste  Collection  Day  which  was  held 
at  the  Gorham  Town  Garage.  268  households  participated  in 
the  collection.  The  project  was  funded  through  a  charge  of  25 
cents  per  capita  for  the  population  of  each  member  municipal- 
ity based  on  the  1990  federal  census  population  count.  The 
State  of  New  Hampshire  reimbursed  the  District  at  the  rate  of 
25  cents  per  capita  after  the  collection  was  completed. 

October  21,  1996  marked  the  Fifth  Anniversary  of  operation 
of  the  Materials  Recovery  Facility  (MRF).  Since  that  date,  a 
total  of  11,166.86  tons  of  recyclable  materials  have  been 
processed  through  the  facility  representing  total  marketing 
revenues  of  $431,879.59  through  December  31,  1996. 

In  November  1996,  the  District  was  shocked  and  saddened 
by  the  death  of  Victor  Spaulding,  Stark's  Representative  to 
the  AVRRDD  Board  of  Directors.  Victor's  contributions  to  the 
District  and  the  Town  of  Stark  will  long  be  remembered. 

During  1996,  the  Administrator/Coordinator  charged 
1,299.75  hours  of  work  completed  to  the  District.  1,314  pieces 
of  incoming  correspondence  and  1,296  pieces  of  outgoing  cor- 
respondence were  processed.  1,398  telephone  calls  were 
received  or  made  and  31,548  copies  were  reproduced  on  the 
office  copier.  217  meetings  on  numerous  subjects  and  issues

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NORTH  COUNTRY  COUNCIL 
1996  REPORT 

This  has  been  a  very  busy  year  at  the  Council.  We  complet- 
ed 53  local  and  regional  projects  and  were  directly  responsible 
for  the  investment  of  $7.0  million  in  local  infrastructure  pro- 
jects by  federal  or  state  funding  sources.  In  cooperation  with 
the  NH  Department  of  Transportation,  the  Council  was 
involved  in  the  development  and  implementation  of  $16.5  mil- 
lion of  transportation  projects  on  the  Ten  Year  Transportation 
Improvement  Program  (TIP).  NCC  was  called  upon  many 
times  each  day  to  provide  local  technical  advice,  be  "on  call" 
for  our  members,  respond  to  questions  or  provide  guidance  to 
land  use  boards,  development  corporations,  boards  of  select- 
men, chambers  of  commerce  and  civic  groups.  There  are  over 
300  of  these  local  bodies  in  the  region  and  this  last  year  saw 
us  interacting  with  most  of  them  at  least  once  and  many  of 
them  on  numerous  occasions.  In  addition,  we  convened 
numerous  meetings,  hearings  and  informational  sessions  on 
regional  environmental,  regulatory,  development,  permitting 
and  public  policy  issues.  Similarly,  we  provided  advice,  tech- 
nical assistance  and  guidance  on  a  weekly  basis  to  businesses, 
public  agencies  and  non-profit  corporations.  This  last  year,  we 
responded  to  more  than  200  requests  for  data,  direction  and 
advice  from  a  very  diverse  mix  of  businesses,  agencies  and 
organizations.  Beyond  these  requests,  we  have  continued  to 
maintain  a  regular  dialogue  with  those  state  agencies  that 
depend  on  us  for  a  "linkage"  to  the  communities  of  the  North 
Country. 

A  new  beginning  for  the  Council  was  the  opening  of  the 
North  Country  Council  Development  Center,  located  at  the 
historic  Rocks  Estate  in  Bethlehem.  The  Center  is  the  site  of 
NCC's  offices,  the  offices  of  the  NH  State  Library  and  the 
North  Country  Arts  Alliance.  This  next  year  will  see  the  addi- 
tion of  another  four  tenants  in  spaces  that  will  be  ready  for 
occupancy  in  the  summer  of  1997.  Equally  important  to  its 
function  as  a  home  for  all  these  and  other  important  regional 
resources,  the  Center  will  function  as  a  research/demonstra- 
tion site,  partnership  facilitator,  conference  center,  source  of 
market  information  and  communication  vehicle  for  the  North 
Country  of  New  Hampshire. 

During  1996,  the  Center  hosted  teams  of  planners  from  the 
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Netherlands,  Central  America,  the  Caribbean,  and  Eastern 
Europe.  Through  these  meetings  we  have  gained  a  mutual 
understanding  of  the  planning  and  development  challenges 
we  face  as  a  world  community.  More  specifically,  these  visits 
have  provided  us  with  an  opportunity  to  learn  new  approach- 
es to  conserve  resources  and  foster  appropriate  development, 
as  well  as  make  many  new  friends.

Participate  in  the  Life  of  Their  Community 

This  is  the  mission  statement  of  White  Mountain  Mental 
Health  and  Developmental  Services.  For  more  than  a  quarter 
of  a  century,  our  staff  has  worked  to  assure  that  individuals 
with  mental  illness  or  a  developmental  disability  receive  the 
supports  to  allow  this  mission  to  be  a  reality. 

Many  Jefferson  residents  have  been  able  to  remain  living 
and  working  productively  in  their  community  due  to  the  assis- 
tance of  WMMH&DS.  Psychiatric  hospitalizations,  residential 
treatment  of  children,  and  institutionalization  of  persons  with 
a  developmental  disability  are  now  exceedingly  rare  due  to 
the  availability  of  community  based  supports.  Jefferson  resi- 
dents also  have  access  to  high  quality,  professional  counseling 
for  family  problems,  depression  and  substance  abuse  through 
White  Mountain  Mental  Health.  Services  are  available  at  our 
main  office  in  Littleton,  and  at  our  satellite  office  at  Weeks 
Hospital.  Not  only  do  the  recipients  of  services  benefit  from 
this  intervention,  but  also  the  community.  The  cost  of  unad- 
dressed  emotional  problems  are  felt  in  many  different  forms, 
including  the  quality  of  family  life,  the  productivity  of  our 
work  force  and  the  safety  of  our  streets. 

During  1996  White  Mountain  Mental  Health  and 
Developmental  Services  provided  the  following  to  Jefferson 
residents: 

*  412  hours  of  outpatient  counseling  services  to  24 
Jefferson  residents  who  were  either  uninsured  or  partially 
insured.  The  full  cost  of  these  services  was  $26,780. 

*  extensive  supports,  including  housing,  vocational  services 
and  family  support  to  persons  with  serious  developmental  dis- 
abilities. These  supports  helped  make  it  possible  for  these 
individuals  to  live  and  work  in  their  community. 

*  developmental  assessments,  case  management,  in-home 
support,  speech  therapy,  physical  therapy,  and  occupational 
therapy  to  families  with  infants  or  toddlers  diagnosed  with 
some  form  of  developmental  delay.  These  services  are  provid- 
ed regardless  of  ability  to  pay. 

*  Perhaps  most  importantly,  emergency  services  are  avail- 
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able  24  hours  per  day,  seven  days  per  week  to  assist  indi- 
viduals, families,  hospitals  and  law  enforcement  in 
managing  psychiatric  emergencies. 

I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  people  of 
Jefferson  for  their  support  over  the  past  twenty  five  years.  We 
continue  to  look  to  you,  our  community  partners,  to  help  us  to 
continue  to  provide  excellent  services  in  this  era  of  abundant 
problems  and  scarce  resources.

It  is  an  honor  to  report  to  you  as  a  member  of  the  New 
Hampshire  Executive  Council.  The  Executive  Council  is  five  in 
number  and  serves  much  like  a  Board  of  Directors  at  the  top  of 
your  Executive  Branch  of  State  Grovemment  in  Concord.  We  vote 
on  most  contracts  over  $2,500  to  outside  agencies,  individuals  and 
municipalities,  also  major  permits  to  use  state  waters.  267  unclas- 
sified positions  as  Commissioners  and  Directors  within  the 
Executive  Branch  of  State  Government,  and  the  entire  Judicial 
Branch  of  NH  State  Government  is  voted  in  by  the  Governor  with 
the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Executive  Council.  We  also  vote  on 
gubernatorial  nominations  of  hundreds  of  citizens  to  various 
boards  and  commissions  as  prescribed  by  NH  Law. 

Anyone  desiring  further  information  should  write  or  call  our 
State  House  Office  (listed  below). 

Citizens  in  this  region  should  be  attentive  to  several  projects: 

1)  The  statewide  Health  Care  Council's  18  month  plan- 
ning project  will  be  coming  to  conclusion  in  December  of  1997. 
There  are  three  very  active  Councils  in  this  District.  Information 
can  be  obtained  by  calling  Commissioner  Terry  Morton, 
Department  of  Health  and  Human  Services  at  1-800-852-3345.
